Secret Service Scored 
In Manchester's Book

NEW YORK — Evasive ac- 


tion by Secret Service agents, 
who seemed immobilized dur- 
ing "five terrible seconds," 
might have saved President 
Kennedy from the second and 
fatal shot fired by Lee Harvey- 
Oswald, according to William 
Manchester. 


In the second installment of 


"The Death of a President," 
appearing in the current issue 
of Look Magazine, Manchester 
author of the book, chronicles 
what he describes as the re- 
actions of the Secret Service 
and the aberrant and often 
hysterical conduct of ranking 
officials in the first hour after 
the assassination. 


Why, Manchester asks, were 


two middle-aged agents with 
slowing reflexes assigned to the 
posts closest to President Ken- 
nedy in the motorcade through 
Dallas 
on the day of the 


assassination, Nov. 22, 1963? 


According to Manchester, 


presidential guards we re not re- 
quired 
to take standardized 


tests to measure reflexes. Yet 
such were the tension and long 
hours of their work that the 
agents regarded themselves as 
old 
at 
40. 
And tradition 


dictated that the agents nearest 
the President should be senior 
men. 


Thus the driver of the pres- 


idential limousine was 54 years 
old and the man who sat be- 
side the driver was 48. 


"They were," the author con- 


tends, 
"in a position to take 


evasive action after the first 
shot, but for five terrible sec- 
onds they were immobilized." 


What Manchester calls the 


chaotic scene at Parkland Hos- 
pital in Dallas might have been 
avoided, he says, had the Sec- 
ret Service thrown up a se- 
curity screen. 
But the agents 


were leaderless and confused 
he asserts. Some stayed with 
the dead President; some ap- 
parently thought 
that 
their 


loyalty belonged to the new pres- 
ident, Lyndon B. Johnson— "and 
the inevitable consequence was 
anarchy." 


Others reacted oddly, Man- 


chester wrote, citing the case 
of Maj. Ger. Ted Clifton, acorn- 
bat veteran, who was President 
Kennedy's senior military aide. 
General Clifton first telephoned 
the White House to ask that his 
wife and the wife 
of a presi- 


dential aide, Kenneth L'Donnell 
be reassured that their hus- 
bands were unharmed. Then he 
asked the White House operator 
to switch him to the National 
Security 
Council to inquire 


about the possibility of a plot 
against the United States. 


"The 
general's order of 


priorities was staggering," 
Manchester commented. 


His second installment also 


relates: 


—How Mrs. John F.Kennedy 


made anguished attempts to con- 
ceal the mortal wounds of her 
husband from the eyes of Sec- 
ret Service 
agents and at- 


tendants outside Parkland Hos- 
pital, and how she struggled 
with a nurse who tried to bar 
her from the operating room. 


— How President Kennedy re- 


acted, h o u r s 
before the 


assassination, 
to 
a 
black- 


bordered advertisement in the 
Dallas News accusing him of 
responsibility for the imprison- 
ment, starvation and persecu- 


tion of thousands of Cubans, 
and hinting that he had made 
a secret deal with the Com- 
munist Party of the United 
States. 


—How, after reading the ad- 


vertisement, 
the 
President 


turned to his wife and said that 
"we're heading into nut coun- 
try today." He also told her of 
a day dream about assassination 
after they had been jostled by a 
crowd 
the 
previous 
night. 


"Suppose," he mused, "a man 
had a pistol in a briefcase."

LONDON — An "invitation" 


from President Ho Chi Minn 
of North Vietnam to Presi. 
dent Johnson to visit Hanoi 
for peace talks was brought 
from 
the North Vietnamese 


capital yesterday by three west, 
ern clergymen. 


They were the Right Rev. Am. 


brose Reeves, assistant bishop 
of the Diocese of Chichester, 
and formerly of Johannesburg; 
the Rev. Abraham J. Muste, 
Presbyterian 
clergyman and 


long-time American pacifist, 
and Rslbi Abraham L. Fein, 
berg of Toronto, an outspoken 
critic of United States policy in 
Vietnam. 


They were to have traveled 


with the Rev. Martin Niemoel- 
ler of West Germany, but be- 
cause of delays in their trans, 
portation Niemoeller compleU 
ed his visit to Hanoi the day 
they arrived there. This was 
11 days ago. 


Bishop Reeves interpreted a 


remark of President Ho Chi 
Minh as "a suggestion that if 
only these two men (Johnson 
and Ho) could be brought face 
to face something might be 
done." However, Rabbie Fein, 
berg was sure the " invitation" 
should not be regarded as a bid 
for negotiations but as "He's

Court Rules Communists 
Can't Be Fired as Teachers

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court ruled yesterday 
New York State may not fire 
public school teachers — or any 
other civil servants — solely 
because they are members of 
the Communist party. 


The 5.4 decision described 


the state's scheme for barring 
subversives from the school 
system as "a highly efficient 
terror mechanism" and a men. 
ace to academic freedom. 


The ruling dealt a fatal blow 


to New York's entire teacher- 
loyalty program and the state's 
1939 civil service law provision 
which made membership in the 
Communist 
party 
sufficient 


ground to fire — or not hire— a 
public employe. 


They were declared unconsti. 


tutional largely as in violation 
of freedom of association or 


freedom of belief guaranteed by 
the First Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. Parts of the teach. 
erJoyalty program, known as 
the Feinberg i,aw, were struck 
down also as unconstitutionally 
vague. 


"Our nation," said Justice 


William J. Brennan Jr. for the 
majority, "is deeply committed 
to safeguarding academic free. 
dom, which is of transcendent 
value to all of us and not merely 
to the teachers concerned. 


"That freedom is therefore a 


special concern to the teachers 
concerned. 


"That freedom is therefore a 


special concern of the First 


Amendment, which does nottol. 
erate laws that cast a pall of 
orthodoxy over the classroom," 


The four dissenters express, 


ed dismay. 


"No court," said Justice Tom 


C. Clark in their dissenting 
opinion, "has ever reached out 
so far to destroy so much with 
so little."

Financing Community Colleges 


By WILLIAM E. DEIBLER 


HARRISBURG (AP) —School Districts sponsoring a new com- 


munity college in Delaware County have adopted a financing 
plan that would commit each member district to pay a part 
of the total cost of running the school. 


The plan calls for participating districts to share the cost of 


both building and operating costs. Each member district 
would pay a yearly assessment, based on the district's property 
market value. 
This method would differ from the financial plans of the other 


five school district sponsored community colleges where mem- 
bers share building costs, but pay for operating costs only if 
students from the district attend the college. 


Under the latter plan, districts pay about $300 a year for each 


student enrolled at th- college. If a district has no students en. 
rolled, it pays nothing towards the college's operating costs. 


The State Board of Education, in approving the Delaware plan 


earlier this month, commended the sponsors for the financing 
plan. 
Dr. Louis Bender, director of community colleges in the De. 


partment of Public Instruction, said the proposal "seems like a 
more democratic way" of financing community colleges. 


He explained that one of the basic goals of community col. 


leges—is to provide low cost education for students from low-in- 
come families. 
"Poor school districts are usually heavily populated and 


can least afford to pay the$300.per-studentassessmentfor oper. 
ating costs," he said. "Yet these are the districts that would most 
need a community college." 
Under the Delaware plan, he said, the richer districts would 


help pay for the total cost of the education program whether 
they have students attending the college or not. 


Bender said he hoped the Delaware proposal "would become a 


model for other community colleges," 


The Delaware community college is the llth such institution 


approved by the State Board of Education. 


No site has yet been selected for the school. In their appli- 


cation, the sponsors told the board that they hoped to open 
at a temporary site, possibly a high school, and offer only eight 
classes initially. 


However, the bound said it would be advisable to find a site 


where day as well as night classes could be operated. 


The board also pointed out that the Community College Act spec,

A U.S. spokes, 
man said two Navy men and all 
four American crewmen of the 
helicopter were killed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover told a 
Senate committee 
yesterday 


that Soviet spies operate active, 
ly from diplomatic missions. 
But he said Soviet consulates in 
this country would present no 
problem his men are incapable 
of handling. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


agreed the FBI "can cope with 
a few more" Communist diplo- 
matic missions even if espion. 
age agents are assigned to a 
consulate that might be opened 
In the United States, He said no 
more than 10 to 15 persons 
would be lnvoi'""'« 


More to the point, Rusk told 


the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, a long^ending con. 
sular treaty should be approved 
because It would provide new 
protection for Americans now 
traveling in the Soviet Union at 
the rate of 18,000 a year. 


Specifically, he said, added 


U.S. consular representation in 
the Soviet Union would "permit 


the United States promptly to 
protect and assist its citizens 
when they are arrested and de. 
tained in the Soviet Union." 


"I do not see how this consu. 


lar convention can add signifi. 
cantly to the risk of espionage," 
Rusk testified. 


And Sen. Claiborne Pell, D. 


R.I., said espionage is a two- 
way street and the Central In- 
telligence Agency's work might 
be made easier by added consu. 
lar representation in the Soviet

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Today's Housing Problems 


Local officials next month will 


have the opportunity to learn about 
available federal aid programs, 
training of housing inspectors, re- 
sources in the field of housing, 
housing programs and assistance 
that can be obtained from the state 
Department of Health, local housing 
problems and conditions, and hous- 
ing code enforcement policies and 
procedures. 


We were interviewed by a state 


Health Department worker recently 
on what we thought were some of the 
health problems in this community. 
At that time we especially cited 
conditions existing in low rent- and 
sometimes not so low — housing fa- 
cilities here. 
Apparently housing 


problems are developing in the en- 
tire northwestern area and it is good 
to see that a state department is at- 
tempting to do something about it. 


The February meeting will give 


local communities an opportunity to 
discuss their housing problems with 
representatives of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, the 
U.S. Public Health Service and the 
state Department of Health. 


A national effort is already in pro- 


gress to remedy the increasing hous- 
ing problems that are today oc- 
curring throughout the country. 
When a building or home is 30 years 
old, it starts deteriorating rapidly 
unless preventive maintenance is 


practiced. 
Far too ma 
commun- 


ities are not fully aware - . ^he high 
costs involved to them inpe. mitting 
this deterioration to continue un- 
checked. 


When nearby substandard prop- 


erties detract from the value of a 
homeowners' investment no incen- 
tive exists for improving his prop- 
erty, and moreover, home builders 
exhibit little interest in deteriorat- 
ing areas as sites for new home 
construction. 
Furthermore, many 


of these communities are conse- 
quently losing their young residents 
who build or rent in more progres- 
sive areas. 


Poor housing is expensive to a 


community in other ways as well. 
The majority offireandpolicecalls, 
of crime, arrests, juvenile delin- 
quency problems and diseases occur 
in their substandard areas. Such 
areas required 67 per cent of the 
communities services, but only re- 
turn six per cent of the taxes. No 
community can afford to have this 
drain occur indefinitely without dis- 
astrous results to all. 


We urge local officials from the 


county level through the townships 
to be represented for discussions 
on this issue. The meeting will be 
held in the new Erie Municipal 
Building, Room 300, 7th and State 
streets, Erie, from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. Tuesday, February 14.

"Now we know the schools are 
not the cure," is the resulting 
watchword among many of the 
concerned people who have the 
sense to see that the urban 
problem, the Negro problem and 
the poverty problem are all, m 
this fat, affluent country, reach, 
ing a stage close to terminal 
cancer. 


You hear the watchword being 


solemnly repeated, for ex. 
ample, by staff intellectuals 
serving both President Johnson 
and Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 
To be sure, Sen. Kennedy's staff 
intellectuals tend to resemble 
exceptionally brilliant leaders 
of the Menshevik Youth League, 
while President Johnson's tend 
to be a bit tired. But they count. 


More important still are such 


professional 
educators' 
re. 


sponses as an essay in the 
authoritative review, Science, 
by Robert C. Nichols of the 
National 
Merit 
Scholarship 


Foundation. Dr. Nichols alleges 
the report means that "the ef- 
fects of variations in school 
quality on student achievement 
are minimal." 


This he calls "revolution- 


ary," and he adds thattheCole- 
man Report's findings "stand 
like a spear pointed at 
the 


cherished American belief that 
equality of educational oppor. 
tunity will increase the equality 
of intellectual achievement." 


In less pedagogical language, 


if Dr. Nichols is correct, the 
Coleman Report means that bet- 
ter schools do no good. The 
most sensible comment on all 
this has come, interestingly 
enough, from the ablest of the 
Black Power advocates, Floyd 
McKissick of CORE. In a New 
Republic 
article McKissick 


crisply and justifiably rejected 
the strange white liberal equa. 
tion, "Mix Negroes with Ne- 
groes and you get stupidity." 
And he added, again with truth: 


"A school CAN achieve ex. 


cellence (even) if the commum. 
ty is poor and black." 


This rather obscure debate 
is of the utmost significance 
because it is highly likely to 
affect national policy about our 
greatest 
internal 
problem. 


Near-termmal cancer is a very 
mild description of the horrify, 
ing social situation that has 
been revealed by a recent bril- 
liant series on the Anacostia 
District of Washington and by 
other more academic studies, 
such as the monograph on" The 
Negro Lower-class Family," 
by Lee Rainwater, of Washing, 
ton University, in the last Dae- 
dalus, 
The 
cancer must be 


cured, or the most fearful con. 
sequences will surely ensue in 
this increasingly urban coun- 
try. 


There are several things to 


be said about this horrifying 
social situation. In the first 
place, it is by no means ex. 
clusively Negro. In greater or 
less degree it is shared by other 
deprived minorities. 


In the second place, even in 


the Negro ghettos of our great 
cities, the horrors that exist 
are not really the result of 
what is fashionably called the 
Negro subculture. If we white 
Americans had had the common 
decency to try to offer simple 
justice to our Negro fellow citi- 
zens in the Thirties, or even in 
the early Forties, there would 
have been no serious problem 
in Harlem or in the Negro part 
of Washington or in any other 
great urban conglomeration. 


There was a Negro subcul- 


ture in the cities then, to be 
sure. What has really happened, 
in fact, is the total swamping of 
this rather attractive Negro 
subculture by the northward 
emigration of millions of im- 
poverished, illiterate Southern 
Negroes who were wholly un- 
prepared for uban life. 


These men and women —good 


men and women though most of 
them were — have made the 
ghettos what they are today by 
their failures and frustrations 
which inevitably result from 
their inability to cope with their 
newjenvironment. 


In the third and most import- 


ant place, the ghettos being what 
they have so logically become, 
the only lever that can be used 
to change them radically is the 
lever of the schools. In the next 
generation lies the main hope. 
On this pointMcKissickbroadly 
points the way. 


In England, meanwhile, Lady 


Plowden, the wise wife of the 
former 
head 
of the British 


Atomic Energy Commission, 
has more precisely pointed the 
way. She was the chairman of 
an eminent committee that has 
done a brilliant report on Eng. 
lish school problems. 


According to one summary, 


the Plowden report "Identifies 
whole urban areas where the 
(social) structure is falling 
apart . . . (Here, the report 
concludes firmly) the children 
. . . need NOT EQUALITY BUT 
A STRONG PREFERENCE if 
they are to be given a fair start 
in life." 


In other words, the Plowden 


Report says the schools ARE 
the cure for the English cen. 
ter city problems that are so 
like our own. But they are the 
cure only if they are unequal, 
in the sense of being far, far 
better and, therefore, far, far 
more costly schools when their 
pupils come from severely de. 
pnved 
environments. 
The 


seeming contradiction between 
the Coleman and Plowden re- 
ports remains to bt examined,

Normally Hart is a battler 
for consumers, but where the auto industry is 
concerned he puts the moguls ahead of the public. 


LLOYD CUTLER, shrewd attorney for the 


automobile industry, has been dropping dark 
implications of court challenges. 


DAVID BUSBY, attorney for Volkswagen, used 


to work for Sen. Mike Monroney, D-Okla., and 
has close contacts where it counts. 


The State Department has been enlisted by 


foreign countries, especially the British and the 
Japanese, to urge Dr. Haddon to go easy on 
foreign cars, some of which should be ruled off 
the road as dangerous, 


The British even argue that our safety stand, 


ards are actually a substitute for tariffs and in 
violation of GATT. The British are especially 
irked because the British Imp has failed to pass 
the fuel tank test, which consists of crashing a 
car into a wall at certain speeds to see if the tank 
breaks. U. S. safety experts argue that the 
standards for fuel tanks should not be lowered 
merely because one car fails to pass the test. 


To counteract this battery of pressure boys, 


Dr. Haddon has only one lawyer, Robert Giles, 
chief counsel of the Commerce Department and 
a close friend of auto attorney Cutter,

mention of Stieglitz's name. Their anathema 
stems from Stieglitz's testimony before Con. 
gress highly critical of auto safety. Stieglitz is 
a man who stands firm, doesn't waver in his 
convictions, 


Detroit is making underground efforts to oust 


him. At a press briefing in Detroit recently one 
auto official confided; 'If we can get rid of 
Stieglitz, we'll be able to handle Haddon without 
any trouble," 


It will be interesting to see what happens 


between now and January 31, Dr. Haddon is re.

If you must file an estimated 


tax declaration for 1967, note 


that to avoid penalty for under- 
payment of estimated tax, you 
must pay at least 80 per cent 
of your actual tax in 1967 
(by estimated tax payments plus 
withholding) rather than the 70 
per cent minimum which has 
prevailed up to now. The old 
safety zones still apply, though, 
so to be safe, make your 1967 
tax estimate at least equal to 
your actual 1966 tax.

As for your chance of being

When you mail your return, 


consider using registered or 
certified mail to have absolute 
proof you mailed it on time. 
While there is no problem with 
the vast majority of returns, 
if yours is one of the few that 
goes astray, the resulting trou- 
ble and expense can be signi- 
ficant. 


It can be cheap 'Insurance" 


to send it via registered or 
certified mail with a return 
receipt requested, for the post* 
mark on the receipt will be 
proof you filed on time. And 
don't mail your return so late 
in the day that it is not stamp* 
ed with the last accepted port, 
mark date.

WASHINGTON - Ever since 


the new kind of war started they 
change the rules every day here. 
It is nerve-wracking. No one is 
safe anymore. Some time ago a 
general went berserk and loped

bawling, 
"Let's nuke 'em ard get it over 
with!" 


He was taken away and talked 


to about the rules. That was 
when we learned that it was 
against the rules to say, "Let's 
get It over withl" The old men 
said it was a bad sign. They 
had seen many years and always 
the people had been allowed to 
cry, "Let's get it over with!" 
Who wanted to be involved in 
something that could not be got- 
ten over with, they wondered, 
especially if it was a war? 


After that some of the men 


went about saying, "If we can't 
get it over with, let's quit." 
These men almost immediately 
found themselves under heavy 
harrassment. 
M a n y 
had 


Nervous Nellie skirts delivered 
anonymously to their homes in 
the night. Wolves leaped upon 
them over cocktails. 


Those who had discreetly kept 


quiet, having sensibly decided 
to lie low until the rules were 
announced, read the humilia- 
tion of the let's-quit faction as 
a subtle announcement by the 
leader that the traditional rules 
of war had at last been invoked. 


And so they filed through the 


town carrying flamebeaux and 
shrouds and chanting, "Hate 
for love of the state 1" and "Sus- 
pend reason for the duration!" 
just as their fathers and grand- 
fathers had always done in the 
old wars that still entertained 
everybody on television. 


That was a good moment. 


We all sensed that it was what 
war should really be like, and 
we were shaken when agents of 
the secretariat of rules arrest- 
ed three of our comrades for 
poisoning a draft dodger's well. 


Naturally, there was con- 


fusion and for a long period the 
townspeople thought it wisest to 
pretend that there was no war, 
despite daily announcements of 
military victories from the min- 
istry of escalation. At length we 
were visited by tribunes of the 
leader. 
"This is not a war that either 


side can win," they said. At 
this, most of the crowd that had 
assembled began to disperse, 
for nothing bores our people so 
much as a tie ball game unless 
it be a drawn fight. Thus, few 
of the people heard the tribune 
explain that the leader was de- 
termined to practice war with 
restraint. 


"We have given the world a 


new war form," they declared. 
"It Is civilized war. In civi- 
lized war, reason must pre • 
vail over emotion. Dissent must 
not be suppressed. Propaganda 
must not be allowed to taint 
truth. In this way we shall be 
the first national in history to 
deliberately fight its way to a 
tie war. 


That night the tribunes' 


statement was discussed until 
far after midnight in the public 
bar. 
"The way I see it," said 


an old man, "the rules for this 
kinc" of war require us to de- 
mand reason and truth, and then 
to dissent if we don't get it. 
That way we'll help the leader 
avoid winning the war." 


The next day many persons 


patriotically gave up a day's 
work to rally outside the secre- 
tariat of explanations, and a 
deputation was sent in to de- 
mand that the secretary tell 
us the truth about the war. "We 
fight, quite simply, to avoid an- 
other Munich," he explained. 


Many saw the reason and 


truth of his explanation but 
Ortho, the town malcontent,went 
from corner to corner arguing 
that the secretary was guilty of 
unreason if not outright prop- 
aganda, and thereafter dissent- 
ed loudly wherever he went. 


Naturally, it was disconcert- 


ing to all of us who had listen, 
ed respectfully to Ortho when 
his name was left off the in- 
vitation list for the leader's 
masked fete. The night of the 
ball, word was quietly passed 
that we had all misunderstood 
the rules. 


It was now against the rules, 


they said, to impute reason to 
either the leader or his men, 
since such conduct encourag- 
ed the enemy to fight harder. 
And now the town is deeply wor- 
ried about old Brundy. Just last 
week he was sent to the enemy 
capital to report on the harm- 
lessness of our bombing there. 


Immediately after he left 


there was another rule change. 
"Anyone who disagrees with the 
ministry of escalation's reports 
on the harmlessness of our 
bombing is breaking the rules 
by reporting the wrong side's 
propaganda," 
the new rule 


states. 


It is all so baffling and they 


say it may take years yet to 
fight the war through to a tie.

round over the exacting 6,747- 
yard Pebble Beach course and a 
72-hole total of 284. 


Casper, 
the United States 


Open champ, who entered the 
round a stroke ahead of both 
Nicklaus and Palmer, finished 
second with 74 — 289. 


Palmer met disaster when he 


hit two fairway wood shots out 
of bounds at the 14th and wound 
up with a 75— 291, after leading 
his two ioes by a stroke after 
the 10th hole. 


Each of the three, the only 


$100,000 money winners on the 
tour last year, led at one time 
or another during this final 
round and the other competitors 
were virtually forgotten. Nick- 
laus moved into a tie with Pal- 
mer at the 12th with remarkable 
birdie,starting a string of three, 
while Casper 
fell behind a 


stroke v'ith a bogey. 


The 205-pound winner hit his 


tee shot long and six feet off the 
green on the 205-yard hole. He 
used a putter, hit the ball and it 
rolled into the cup, 25 feet away.

place. Palmer drew $6,000. 


Mike Souchak, whose 228 at 


the end of 54 holes didn't qualify 
him among individual pros, 
teamed with his brother Frank 
of Oakmont, Pa., for the pro- 
amateur team honors with a 
best ball total of 259. Big Mike 
collected $2,700 for that effort. 
In the final, they carded 67. 


Protecting himself from the 
Pacific wind with a jacket over 
his shoulders between shots, 


Nicklaus won this tournament 
on the same par 36-36 course 
where he captured the National 
•Amateur title in 1961 before 
turning pro. 


Nicklaus' charge spoiled what 


at one time appeared a rematch 
of last summer's National Open 
when Palmer and Casper metin 
playoffs with the latter winning 
by four strokes.

Will Be After February 21

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Nicaragiian Rebels Seize 
Hotel Guests as Hostages 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration officially sched- 
uled yesterday its first manned 
Apollo orbital mission for a 
launching no earlier than Feb. 
21.This will be a preliminary to 
the planned landing on the 
moon, projected within the next 
three years. 


The three-man crew will be 


launched between 10 a.m. and 
3:30 p.m. GEST into an orbit 
101 to 153 miles above the earth. 


The flight is "openended" — 


that is. of an indeterminate 
length. If all goes satisfactorily 
it may equal in length the 14- 
day Gemini 7 mission of Astro- 
nauts Frank Borman and James 
A, Lovell Jr., in December, 
1965, the longest manned space 
night yet achieved. 


The crew for the first Ameri- 


can threerfnan space journey 
will be commanded by Virgil 1. 
Grissom, 40, who made a subor- 
bital flight in a Mercury space, 
craft July 21, 1961, and com- 
manded the first Gemini mis- 
sion, a three-orbit flight with 


Astronaut John Young March 
23, 1965. 
Grissom's crew will consist 


of Edward H. White H, 37, first 
American to walk in space—he 
flew with James A. McDivitt in 
Gemini 4, in June 1965 - and 
Roger B. Chaffee, 31, a new - 
comer to space flight. 


Waiting in reserve, should 


they be needed, will be the back- 
up crew consisting of Walter M. 
Schirra Jr., 44, veteran of the 
sixrf>rbit Mercury 8 flight Oct. 
3, 1962, and the one-day Gemini 
6 mission Dec. 15-16,

Donn F. Eisele, 39, and Walter 
Cunningham, 34. 


NASA said the purpose of the 


first Apollo astronaut mission 
is to check out the manned 
operation and performance of 
the spacecraft, ground tracking 
and control facilities. 


Most of these checks can be 


completed if necessary during 
the first five hours of the flight, 
NASA said. 


The crew is to accomplish 


eight "burns" or in-space igni- 
tions of the 21,500-pound-thrust 
engine 
that represents the 


space propulsion system. This 
engine will provide thrust for 
mid-course guidance correct- 
ion on future flights to and from 
the moon, and for attainment of 
a lunar orbit and for later de« 
parture from the lunar orbit.

involve the alleged payment of 
fees by various firms to Baker 


through checks made to Wayne 
L. Bromley, a former close 
friend and associate to Baker. 


The government charges also 


that Baker kept about $80,000 of 
some $100,000 raised by Call- 
fornia savings and loan execu- 
tives for political campaigns in 
1962. 


Baker testified last week that 


he transferred the money, in 
cash in brown manila envelopes, 
to the late Sen. Robert S. Kerr, 
D;Okla., on three separate oc- 
casions.

Bromley involved some$24,500 
in fees paid by five firms in 
1963-64. The checks were sent 
to Bromley, a member of the 
District of Columbia bar. Baker 
said he was not licensed to 
practice in the district and "I 
always associated myself with a 
member of the district bar in 
my transactions."

PAYNESVTLLE, OHIO-Paul Poore works in a salt mine-or 


rather he works for "a third disinterested party"~called the 
Fullerton-Karr, which is almost the same thing. 


Fullerton.Karr is sort of a planning consultant firm in Paynes- 


ville and among other things, it Keeps track of the salt tonnage 
in the mine at Fairport Harbor. 


The state owns the land, you see, and can't be trusted to count 


the salt tonnage, any more than the company that mines the salt. 


So, once every six months or so, Paul Poore—or others like 


him-take a hike up to Fairport harbor to look around. They 
compare the latest tonnage taken out of the salt veins to the 
way their map looked the last time they were around. 


With a slide rule and a little spit they figure out Just how 


much salt has been mined. The last six months that amounted 
to about 600,000 pounds, which is a heck of a lot of salt when 
you consider how unlucky it is supposed to be if you spill any 
of the stuff. 
The salt vein runs from Canada to West Virginia, Paul says, 


and it's one of those strange coincidences that the thickest 
part of it is right smack In the middle of state land, so the state 
gets a nickle a ton and all the salt they can use. 


This arrangement seems to work out well all the way around 


and there's enough salt to last everybody another couple of 
thousand years. Well, that's what's happening tn Paynesville.

Some people have an idiosyncrasy to fat. Eating greasy 


fried potatoes, too much butter, or the visible fat on meat 
causes nausea. The individuals are otherwise normal. 


Some intolerance to fried or fatty foods also is a 


symptom of gallbladder disease possibly because these 
edibles stimulate the organ to contract and expel its 
bile. The ensuing indigestion may cause so much dis- 
comfort that the victim soon learns to avoid greasy 
edibles. 


Dr. D. Taggart and B. P.Billington of New South Wales 


pulled a trick on 12 individuals who claimed that food, 
fried or baked in fat, caused severe dyspepsia. The 
symptoms included nausea, vomiting, belching, and ab. 
dominal soreness or pain. The investigators found that 
butter fat or oxidized beef drippings could be disguised 
if incorporated into Amencan.type muffins. Each test 
meal consisted of three of these biscuits. 


Dyspeptic symptoms developed only 8 per cent of the 


times when the disguised fats were consumed. The in* 
vestigators concluded that dyspepsia after ingestion of 
fatty foods was not caused by the fat, but to prejudice 
about fat, or to domestic or personal disturbances at the 
time of eating. 


The adage "Eat clams the year 'round and oysters only 


during the months containing ah '^"applies only to our 
Atlantic coast shellfish. In California, from mid.May to 
November, clams and mussels take up a neurotoxinfrom 
eating plankton (animal and plant life of a body of water) 
which in turn concentrates in their livers. This does no 
harm to the shellfish but the poison may be lethal to man.
